After  flow¬ 
ering  sink  the  pots  to  the  brim  in  a 
sunny  garden  spot  and  leave  them  there 
until  the  middle  of  October;  then  take 
up  the  pots  and  lay  them  on  their  sides 
in  a  shad)'  place  to  dry  off  and  ripen, 
after  which  they  are  stored  again  in  the 
cellar  until  about  the  middle  of  February 
or  until  new  growth  begins.  Do  not 
remove  the  old  soil;  flower  them  again 
just  as  they  are.  Application  of  weak 
manure  water  twice  weekly  at  the  grow¬ 
ing  stage  however  will  be  found  of  great 
value.  Slightly  larger  pots  may  be  sub¬ 
stituted  as  the  bulbs  increase  in  size.
